HAMILTON  BOARD  OF  TRADE 

Confirmed  at  a  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Board,  the  second  day 
of  February,   1904. 


1 .  That  all  previous  By-laws  are  hereliy  annulled. 

•1.  The  tiuaiieial  ^eai-  of  the  Board  siiall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  July. 

3.  The  annual  oontritmtion  of  eaoh  nieniher  of  the  Boarcl  shall  l)e  live  dollars, 
and  >hall  be  due  and  payable  on  th.-  Hfteeuth  day  of  July.  Persons  heoominor 
members  after  the  first  of  January  shall  pay  a  <tontribution  of  two  dollars  an<l  fifty 
cents  for  the  remaindtr  of  the  current  year,  and  such  fee  shall  be  due  an<l  iKiyablc 
at  the  time  of  admission. 

4.  If  the  fees  of  any  member  remain  uni«iid  for  six  montlis,  he  .shall  be  not i
